Speaking editorially In this 
month’s Poultryman* Mr. Baylis says: 

•*I premised last month to give the 
details and results of my success with 
the new method I have perfected, via., 
by heating the Incubators by the or¬ 
dinary electric household light. I ex¬ 
perimented with various candle-power i 
lights and attachments until I suc¬ 
ceeded In nfelntnintng a steady heat 
of 103 degrees. My attachment Is so 
simple that it Is almost Impossible to 
go wrong, and as soon as tke incu¬ 
bator Is heated to 103 and set at^that 
mark, the light switches on and off 
automatically; when fhe therinometer 
register* 103, the light goes off until 
the heat drops below the 103 line and 
the light then switches on. 

“My first Incubator I started with 76 
eggs, and I hatched out on the twen¬ 
tieth day 55 good strong chicks. 
.These were White, Brown and Buff 
Leghorns, and Just catch eggs, not 
picked. My second meuoator I set 
with 1*0 picked eggs, experimented 
with different lights and ran very un¬ 
even until tenth day; left In 60 fertile 
eggs and hatched out 45 chicks. My 
third and fourth hatches havb run 
s^ady at 103 degrees right through 
to fifteenth day. and there Is a per¬ 
centage of 86 good strong chicks, and 
I am perfectly satisfied that the ■per¬ 
centage of chicks hatched by the elec¬ 
tric light will far exceed those hatched 
by the coal oil lamp, as the air Is far 
more pure when free fnem the coal 
oil fumes."

COST OF STEEL MAKING. 


An article on “The Cost and the 
Profits of Steel Making In the United 
States" in the last Quarterly Journal 
of Economics gives some Interesting 
information. Thr writer says that the 
United States Steel Corporation can 
put down ore at Pittsburg for about 
$3 for a ton of iron. The coke and 
limestone cost less than $3. while the 
labor and maintenance charges at the 
furnace cost $1. Thus the total cost 
of production of a. ton of Iron does 
not exceed $ 8 , and yet for many 
months In 1906 and 1907 the prevail¬ 
ing price of Iron was 120 a ton. That 
was the price jiald by the steel maker 
who was unable to make hla own Iron.

Manifestly the United States 
Steel Corporation does not stand In 
need of the jf?otectlon the duty gives. 
That corporation can manufacture 
more cheaply than Its American com¬ 
petitors because of Its ownership of ore 
beds and coke ovens and because the 
labor cost is less In Its great plants 
than In the smaPer ones, But even the 
Heel makers with Inferior facilities do 
not need so much protection as is given 
by the present duty on steel, a duty 
which contributes to the enormous pro¬ 
fits which the steel trust Is making. It 
should not be allowed to force Ameri¬ 
can railroads to pay 128 a ton for rails 
when It could make a handsome profit 
by selling at *20. In 1906 the steel cor¬ 
poration manufactured 13.600.000 t^n« 
of steel ingots and each ton contributed 
nearly 112 to the net earnings of the 
rofporailon.
